THE TRUE 12JWARDNKFS OF THAT INTER- 


VIEW—HOW GEN. SIIARPE TOLD 
MU. 


CONKLING SOME FROZEN TRUTH—THE 
EX-SKNATOIl HIS OWN CANDIDATE. 


IFrom the Kingston, (N. T.) Freeman, June 9] 


General Creorge II. Stiarpu was visited 


at his house in this city, to-day,.by Mr. E. 
L. Murlin, tbe Albany correspondent of 
the New York Tribune. 
Mr. Murlln's 


purpose was to obtain from General Sharpe 
his opinion oi the letters recently written 
to Ex-Senator Conkiing and published in 
the New York Ilercld. General Sharpe 
.consented to make the following state- 
ment : 


It has not been convenient for me up to 


this time to reply to the manifold press 
Ittter to Mr. t'onkliog, copies of which 
anpeUred last Friday m the Hew Yoik 
Hefald. 
In an interview preceding the 


.publication of these letter*, Mr. Conkiing 
spoke of & certain "libel" which had ap- 
peared in the Kirgston Freeman concern- 


him, and whicn seemed to consist of 


thres^parts two only of wbich need notice 
by 


"First, Chat I became a candidate for re- 


election of my^own head, and not by lhe 
advice or with or^iarly associates. 


Second, that frlend>«nd supporters from 


time to time ur»ed me Rx^Jesist and with- 
draw, and that I refused tooo^so.11 


And Mr. Conkiing adds thsts^each ot 


these charges is without truth and pe^itive- 
ly against truth." 
* 


Theleturs in last Friday's Herald seei 


to have been published for the purpose of 
sustaining Mr. Conkling's denial of the 
first allegation, and of fixing upon tn^the 
oiain responsibility of having advised his 
candidacy 
for 
re-election. 
Indeed, it 


would appear from their account of what 
took place on the occasion alluded to, that 
1 was the only person who had anything 
to say. 


What T now pay to you in reply is this: 


Mr. Conkiing resigned for the purpose of 
being a candidate for re-election. 
He 


sought to introduce into American politics 
the English mtthod of resigning and ob- 
taining a re-ipdorsement from his constitu- 
ency, in order that he might wage war 
upon the administration untrammeled by 
party obligations. So true was tbis that 
his friends in Albany were informed by the 
most expeditious methods. 
A special 


messenger was sent from Washington to 
Albany bearing the letter of resignation, 
and from that messenger it waa ascertained 
that Mr. Conkiing expected 
immediate 


by bis'friends to insure 
I was myself informed 


the extraordinary demands that Mr. C'onk- 
Hng was accustomed: to make from time to 
time, upon his friends in Utica, and of the 
fact that he (Mr. Dennison) bad been often 
obliged to disregard such requistions by 
Mr. Conkiing, and-do the best he could, 
Before any other callers came it was 
agreed between these gentlemen and my- 
felf that we would support each other, if 
the opportunity occurred, in representa- 
tions calculated to induce Mr. Conkiing Lo 
stand by bis resignation. 
When otuers 


arrived, the consultation between Messrs. 
Dennison, Smyth and myself, ceased, and 
conversation became general. When Mr. 
Conkiing came, he, as is usual with him, 
engrossed tbe conversation. 


There was no suggestion or understand- 


ing that tbis was a conference. It was not 
asserted or assumed that these men had 
mt t or been called together for the purpose 
of deciding tbe question of Mr. Conkllng's 
candidacy. That this was suchaconfer- 
tnce was truthfully dented at that time, 
and is now untruthfully alleged to compass 
another and a different purpose. 


There was no concealment of the fact 


lhat Mr. Conkiing expected a re-election 
from the Legislature. He desired, how- 
ever, to have it appear that his re-election 
should come to'him without solicitation. 
Mr. Conkiing said, In tbe Herald, interview, 
"My going to Albany was one of the most 
reluctant acts of my life." Tbat is true. 
He did not want to go to Albany. He 
wanted to be re-elected without his appear- 
ing to have a band In it. He continually 
referred to his reluctance. This refierence 
was so frequent, that I saw the opportunity 
to make the suggestions which had passed 
between Dennisoh, Smith and myself; and 
in the hope that ft would change his decis- 
ion, I told him! that if be expected to be 
re-elected bis pretence in Albany was in- 
dispensable. 1 referred to tbe changed 
temper of the Republicans in the Legisla- 
ture, and said tbrft nothing buthis presence 
in Albany, with the assistance of all the 
friends he could muster from 
different 


parts of the state, could secure his re-elec- 
tion; and I added, that with all tbis, the 
event was not certain. 
Some doubt being 


thrown upon these statements, lists of tbe 
members of tbeSenate and Assembly were 
produced, and tbe names were canvassed 
one by one, the process occupying the 
greater part of the Interview. 
Lc was dem- 


onstrated that the Senate was largely 
against him, and that less than one-hall ol 
ttie Kepublican members of tbe Assembly 
could be depended upon to vote for him in 
the first instance. 
Mr. Conkiing spent 


considerable time in suggesting names ol 
prominent Republicans in different part;- 
of the State to be written to. to bring their 
influence to bear upon members of the As- 
sembly, und this work was apportioned 
among the gentlemen who have been men- 
tioned as being present. 


That 1 ad?iged Mr. Cotikling to go to 


Albany is therefore true, but it was in the 
way and for the reasons I have stated, and 
no other. And it is equally true that the 
question of Mr. ronkl'ing's candidacy was 
not discussed, but was taken for granted 
throughout the interview. 


Equally disingenuous is tbe allusion, at- 


tributed to me in the /uc simile letters, to 
one old friend of Mr. Conkiing whose co- 
operation was claimed to be necessary to 
compass his election. Tbe gentleman al- 
luded to was Governor Cornell. 
Mr. 


C&Bkling had expected him ia New York, 
and utejact of his not meeting him was 
commented upon by every one present. J 
think somu dne^had a telegram stating tbat 
the Governor hao^missed a train, and more 
or less sarcasm was expended on the Gov- 
ernor for his failure. StrvSmylh was cer- 
jairr that without the Govei^or's assist- 
ance, Mr. Conkiing could not^ucceed. 
Mr. Conkiing, with an air of conntkrjce, 
replied to all such suggestions—"Le&Y< 
that to me." 


I left the bouse between 5 and 6 o'clock, 


and tbink tbat 1 was the first to leave. And 
I again assert tbat there was at no time any 
conference called or held for the purpose 
of deciding upon Mr. Conklmg'g candida- 
cy, at which I was present. 


Mr. Conkliog went to Albany, where be 


says be never asked any man to vote for 


him. 
He never asked me, so I leave Lbat 


asseition lor others to answer. 
He says 


he went there for the purpose of giving in- 
formation and explanation respecting the 


and the reasons having been given In a 
speech delivered in the Assembly on the 
day of the vote, 1 refiaio from making f u r - 
ther comment.

with one from Mr. Chickeriop, Chairman 
of tbe Committee of WUys and Means: 


<'OPENnAGKN, N. Y-, May 31, 18^. 


MY DEAR GENERAL :—I intended, to ua\o 


visited Albany this week, but as I have 
concluded not to do so, 1 thought 1 would 
write. I have read the uijust criticisms 
that a few have made upon your course in 
the late Senatorial contest," and from my 
own personal knowledge of your position 
I know that you were ia no way responsi- 
ble for the candidacy of Messrs. C'onklins 
and Platt. J well remember that long in- 
terview I had with you in Clerk Jobnson's 
room, on Thursday" prior to tbe meetir^ in 
New York. I told you that it was with 
great difficulty that a Republican could be 
elected in ibe county I represented, and if 
Senator Conkiing should be a candidate for 
re-election I could not vote for him. iL

date, and that you did not iaJend in any 
event to take advantage oi your position 
and inlluence to urge member- like mysf-H 
to vote contrary la our conviction*.

Conkiing was a eandidatg, and while you 
voierl for him. on no occa-ion did you a&k 
me to do so. I cun r^'ver lor^a your kina- 
ness in this matter.

The Senate Committee having refused to 


unite with tbe Assembly in calling a joint 
caucus, we tried to secure the concur] enco 
or a majority of the Republican members 
of both houses ID a call for a caucus like 
that which bad been held in January. We 
(ailed by a considerable cumber, ot obtain- 
ing the necessary signatures. While tbis 
was in progress Mr. Conkling sent me a 
message one day, asking me to give notice 
from the Speaker's desk, on the adjourn' 
ment ol tbe Honse, that a majority of a I 
the Republicans elected to Doth houses 
having' signified their willingness that a 
caucus should be held, one would be held 
at a time and place stated. Upon asking 
the meaning of this, I was told that besides 
those who had signed the call, others had 
expressed a will-ngness to attend a caucus 
held, and it was claimed that the language 
by which I cou d announce such caucus 
might be so carefully worded as not to be 
subject to tbe charge of falsehood. J de- 
clined to do this work. On going to the 
Delevan Honse that evening, 1 was met by 
Mr. Conbling, who asked me with great 
coldness, "What was the occasion of, the 
failure this morring?" I told him I was 
Chairman of the Caucus Committee of the 
Assembly, and I did not intend, by making 
such a statement as I was desired to make, 
to be met by a challenge to produce my 
proof. 
Mr. Conkiing asserts that the part of the 


"libel" which charges that friends and 
supporters urgeJ him to desist and with- 
draw la without and against truth. Soon 
after Mr. Conkl ng's arrival at Albany, a 
meeting wasbaJof eighteen or nineteen 
stalwart Assemblymen, and three stalwart 
Senators; the wUple number present being 
either twenty-one or twenty-two.

telegraph to meet his friends in New York 
to consult about tbe steps to be taken. I 
refrained Irom sendinjr any such telegram. 
Others were urged to send telegrams of 
like purport, but at least one prominent 
triend'&f Mr. Conkiing also refrained from 
doing so. It was notorious in Albany tbat 
the messeoger who brought the resigna- 
tions, stated without reserve that a re- 
election was expected by the resigned 
Senators. 
The day after the receipt of the resigna- 


tion, a meeting was held, of Members of 
the Assembly understood to be stalwarts, 
to consult in regard to future action. An 
effort had been made to secure the attend- 
ance of all who were looked upon as stal- 
warts, but less than fifty attended. Ot 
these, some left the room before tbe meet- 
ing adjourned, without giving any reason. 
A diversity of sentiment appeared among 
those present, and I felt called upon to 
protect from attack such members as an- 
nounced that they could not vote for Mr. 
ConklinR'a re-election. Indeed, so much 
apprehension was felt for the future of the 
Kepublican party, that I used my influence 
in tbe interests of harmony, and, 
notwith- 


standing tbe explicit information wbich I 
bad, and wbich others had, and wbich was 
open to everybody in Albany, that a re- 
election was expected, I expressed myself 
as being in hopes that we would not be 
called upon to meet such an issue. Tbis 
meeting was described by Mr. Congdon, 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee, in 
his letter of May 25tb, published in the 
ButfUlo Express. 
The condition of things in the Legisla- 


ture was not what it had been at the begin- 
ning of the session, nor later, when we 
controlled the Assembly by an unparal- 
leled majority. We were ready to adjourn 
after a long and exciting session of five 
months. Those members who had not been 
well placed on commutes were disaffected. 
Those whose favorite measure had failed 
were disappointed. The contest between 
Messrs Plait and Crowley.had leU marked 
effects, and the street cleaning bill had 
nearly split us in two. Some excuse might 
be given for our course on the bill, but it 
is better to admit that It was a blunder. ,
